The Untried-- Are We Bri- 
tish.? 

It is with considuraule relutaiice that 
we revert to the Eust Coast homicide. 
Anxious to adhere to that excellent 
rule which forbids comments calculated 
to prejudico an untried case, we had 
hoped that the action of the authori- 
ties would have been such as to obvi- 
ate the nocessity of recurring io the 
subject before trial. But having waited 
a week and till seeing the Superin- 
tendent of Police at liberty, and not- 
only at liberty, but actually exercising 
important official functions and, as it 
would seem, basking in t he sun-light 
of Executive favor, flourishing under 
the tegis of the very Minister whose 
first duty it was to put him on trial, we 
feel, and most painfully, too, that mat- 
ters have indeed reached that point 
beyond which forbearance ceases to bp 
a virtue. This is not a subject into 
which party political feeling should 
be permitted to enter. To the con- 
sideration of it wo bring no personal 
animus. Indeed, if we were swayed at 
all by personal predilictions, it would 
notbe agaimst the unfortunate subject of 
the present discourse. But, rising, as 
wo trust, above all such considerations 
and influences, wo demand, in the 
name of the peoplo, in the name of that 
British justice wo are accustomed to 
boast of, we demand that this man 
■hall be brought to speedy trial. To 
permit him to continue in the exercise 
of important official functions with 
such a charge hanging over his head 
is, to say the least," not very creditable 
to the Provincial autho.ities. It is a 
blot on tke bright escutcheon of Bri- 
tish justice. What has he done ? Accord- 
ing to his own admission, he has killed 
two men, and for no other crime than 
that they seemed determined to defend 
thoirown property against one whom 
they could scarcely have known to be arm- 
ed with legal authority. AVe even now 
refrain from detailing the circumstan- 
ces under which this lulling took place, 
although differing in some important 
particulars from those appearing in an 
organ which seeks to make a hevo out 
of Mr. Sullivan. Homicide is of three 
kinds, — justifiable, excusable, and 
felanious ; justifiable, when it proceeds 
from "unavoidable" necessity; excus- 
able, when it happens from misadven- 
ture, or in self-defence ; felonious, 
when it proceeds from malice, or is 
done in the prosecution of some unlaw- 
ful act, or in sudden passion. This is 
neither the time nor the place to de- 
cide under which of these heads the 
present case falls. It is enough that a 
homicide has been committed, and the 
law must take its own course, no mat- 
ter what opinions may be held by any | 
party or person as to the degree of tlio 
offence. We say "must." because we 
feel assured that, should the Provin- 
cial authorities refuse to do their duty, 
a higher power will bo brought into 
requisition. British law recognises no 
nice distinction between the Queen's 
subjects. In the eyes of that law kill- 
ing is killing, whether the victim should 
happen to have a red skin or a white 
one ; and if British law is to be ad- 
ministered in this country, we cannot 
afford to make skin distinctions. We 
aro well aware that the popular mind 
is prone to make a distinction in this 
respect between the white man and the 
Indian; and there are those, and their 
number is not small, who will say even 
of the present case, "What matters it? 
They are 'only' Indians." However 
this feeling may, as it sometimes will 
unconsciously, steal in upon one's 
mind, it is perfectly certain that the 
law and those who administer it can- 
not take cognizance of, or be influenc- 
ed by, any such sentiment. But we 
will even bring the ease down to the 
very lowest ground of expediency, and 
appeal only to the self-interest of the 
reader — endeavor to put out of view 
the higher and the greater responsibili- 
ty. Even the most inattentive student 
of modern history cannot have failed 
to observe the dire consequences of the 
"It's-only-an-Indian" doctrine, as held 
in the United States. This very day- 
are our neighbors drinking the bitter 
dregs of a cup of their own mixing. In 
saying this, wo would not be under- 
stock as in any measure palliating 
the fiendish outrages perpetrated by 
the Modocs and other Indians upon 
bravo and good men. But we must Vic 
permitted to think that the terrible at- 
trocities which have recently sent ;i 
thrill of horror through the continent 
and which seem to justify a policy of 
extermination, are to a certain extent 
the natural and inevitable result of a 
dofeetivo, inhumane arid vicious Indian 
policy, and that these brave and good 
men have fallen a vicarious sacrifice, so 
to speak, for plundering selfish, 
good-for-nothing agents and the 
still worse subjects of the Republic 
who have been accustomed to regard 
the Indians as fair objects of all kinds 
of outrages ami fitting food i'orpowder, 
"They who draw the sword shall per- 
ish by the sword." They who shoo! 
Indians out of mere wantonness may 
expect some day to be shot by Indians; 
or, what ia a groat deal worse, other 
and bettor men may expect, to 
be shot in their stead. But to turn 
to our own particular care, leaving our 
neighbors to look after their own affairs: 
Two Indians, members of a powerful 
tribe, have been "shot down like fun" 
in their own canoe (which is their 
castle), in the presence of their wives, 
by a white man. True, this was done 
in the name of the law and under cloak 



of a commission. But, viewed from 
their stand-point, the Indians can 
hardly be expected to look on the net 
any Ihe more leniently on that account. 
To them, if not to others, it must ap- 
pear as unjustifiable as it was unpro- 
voked. Tiiehe two men's wives have 
gone homo to their tribo with tho bodies 
of their husbands in their canoe, and liavo 
doubtless told tho simple and sad story as 
it appeared to them, it lias recently been 
shown how for, nearly two years, George- 
son of Plumper Pass has boon limited liko 
a fox and repeated attempts made on tho 
lives of his family, simply because ho was 
an important witness against an Indian ex- 
ecuted for murdering Clark. As has been 
stated, the tribo is a powerful one and its 
members aro scattered along the coast. 
The grown-up son of ouo of tho dead In- 
duing is in tiiis very community. Until 
tho relatives and friends of these two In- 
dians shall have been satisfied that impar- 
tial justice has boon done, there is danger. 
Wo do not my that .British justice alone 
will satisfy thorn : but wo demand (hat tho 
Superintendent of Police shall be treated 
just as ho would have been treated had tho 
men who fell by bis hand boon of his own 
race. I f tho homicide was justifiable, lot 
that beproven before a proper tribunal. In 
any event the Government and Mr Sulli- 
van should court the fullest inquiry into 
every circumstance connected -with tho 
tragic affair, and ponding such inquiry tho 
official duties of tho Superintendent 
should coaso.

From th.o Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 

Tho extension of Canada in the west 
by tho addition of British Columbia to 
tho Confederation lias naturally attraot- 
ed tho attention of travellers from old 
Canada to those Vast tracts which are 
cireuinscribod only by the far away 
Pacific. And new Holds of travel are 
pretty huto to bo followed by new 
literature of travel. A journey of 
more than ordinary importance was 
that made notion;? ago by the Minis- 
ter, of Public Works to British Colum- 
bia. The official report, of that mis- 
sion has already boon noticed id some 
length in our columns. We are glad 
to learn that the trip lias given birth 
to a work of a, popular character which 
will furnish a complete and detailed 
description of a country of which very 
Little is yet known and the importance 
of which to tho future growth and 
prosperity of tho Confederation is only 
bfigianiii^ to be realized. The author 
of this work, which is tu appear under 
the title of "From the Atlantic to the 
"Pacific, a Journey to Vancouver 
"Island and British Columbia." is 31. 
Achintre, who accompanied the Hon. 
Mr. Langevin on his mission, and is 
about to publish the result of hifiobser- . 
vations in this complete form. The 
work is in the hands of Mr, < r. E. Des- 
barts, of this city, will be handsomely 
illustrated by engravings, about one 
hundred in number, quarto size, which, 
judging from the specimen pages, are 
admirably executed and must greatly 
enhance 'the value of the volume.—

Lillooet and Bridge River- 

Letters from Lillooet state that tho In- 
dians arc taking out lurfre quantities of 
gold on Bridge River, which empties into 
the Frascr Biver. al)oat 1% miles above 
Lillooet. 'Pieces weighing from S8to 810 
nre frequently found. Two merchants at 
Ijillooot have bought from Indians, with- 
in n. month, SL'200 worth of dust. Phil. 
Collins and four other men have started 
up this river to prospect. In 1859 a very 
large nugget was picked up on this river 
and nuggets -we'gliing from ten to 
. forty dollars huve been found since. 

Tiie settlers ask for a constable to 
bo stationed in and around Lillooet, as 
the Indiana are troiddesome and thievish. 
The ferry-scow is built and running. 

•Banqtjst to tub Matjobs. — On the even- 
ing of March '-!(!th the Bight Hon. the 
Lord Mayor of London (Sir Sydney 
Waterlow) and the Lady Mayoress gave 
a sumptous banquet at the Mansion 
houso to 200 of the Mayors of Municipal 
boroughs of England and Wales, the 
Lord Provost of Edinburgh, and the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin.

Tho copy 
was mailed to us with instructions to send 
it on to the Standard oflico so that it 
might appear simultaneously in both pa- 
pers. At a few minutes past 4 o'clock on 
Monday afternoon the copy was sent from 
tho Colonist to tho Standard office, and 
had there been a disposition on tho part 
of our contemporary to publish tho re- 
port, it will bo soonjhat there was ample 
time.

Europe. 

Rome, May VI. — The police arrested 
twenty persons participating in tho riot- 
ous demonstration on Saturday.

Paris, May 12— A serious disagreement 
has orison in the Cabinet over tlio Electo- 
ral Bill, which is now being prepared for 
submission to the Assembly. 

Charges of bribery aro made in connec- 
tion with the election yesterday at Roch- 
elle and the seat of tho monibor will bo 
contested. 

Rome, May 12— The Japanese Embassy 
has arrived here. 

The city has been quiet since tho riot- 
ous attempt to intimidate Parliament yes- 
terday. The demonstration is strongly 
oondomaed. 

Vienna, May 12. —-The arrangements 
for the visit of tho Emperor of Russia aro 
almost completed. His Majesty will ar- 
rive on the 1st Juno and next day will 
make a tour of the exposition. He will 
remain here six days, during which time 
a series of majesticid fetes are contem- 
plated. The King of Belgium will reach 
here three days before the Czar and will 
stay throughout the festivities. The visit 
of the Czar will bo succeeded by tho Em- 
peror William, the time for which has 
not been settled. 

Bombay, May 12. — It is stated hero that 
Admiral Camming has been ordered to 
proceed to Zanzibar immediately with all 
the available naval forces, there to await 
orders from the Home Government.

St. John, (X. B.) May 13— Intense ex- 
citement prevails here owing to tho land- 
ing of Tyson and party, of the Hall expe- 
dition this p.m. Tyson and Myers remain- 
ed on board till they were supplied with 
clothing by the American Consul. All 
look wel' in health and spirits. Capt. 
Hall died 15 days after returning from the 
first expedition. Ho was paralyzed before 
his death and gradually sunk. Myers says 
he never gave up hope of tho object of the 
expedition being realized. The party 
never could havo reached hero but for the 
Esquimaux. Myers make the following 
ftatement: When the party separated from 
the ship it was quite dark and darkness 
eontinned for over two months with 
but a couple of hour.s' light daily. Wo 
managed well so long as wo had a snow- 
houso for shelter; hut we had to take to 
the boat to go on another ice field, which 
was too small for a house and we wore only 
kept warm by swallowing seal fat 
and blood and burning fat in cans; the last 
of which also served as a signal lamp at 
night. We have suffered more since April. 
On tho night of the 22d April tho sea 
washed over the ice with great force. The 
women ami children were under the boat 
while the men were outside trying to keep 
tho boat from being washed oil". Several 
times after being rescued our hands be- 
gan to swell and sickness set in, but we 
recovered and aro now almost entiroly 
well. 

Eastern States- 

Nf.w York, May 12 — The prosecution 
closed the examination of McDonnell, 
Bank of England forger, and tho prison- 
er's counsel presented a plea for acquittal 
on the ground that on tho 24th April, after 
a fall heiring McDonnell was discharged. 
The reading of the plea was objected to 
and th'i suit sustained. The motion to 
strike out the evidence of the majority of 
tho witnesses on tin; ground that their 
depositions were merely exparto state- 
ments, was overruled 

Washington-, Miy 12 — Tho President 
to-day appointed Win. McMicken, Sur- 
veyor- General of Washington Torritory. 

Tho appointment of Minister to Russia 
hat boon tendered to Judge Pierepont of 
Now York. 

Cincinnati. May 12. -A movemont to 
collect a fund tor "the benefit of the family 
of tho late Captain Hall has boen com- 
menced. 

Parsons, Kansas, May 12, — Colonel 
Bondinlo, who has just returned from the 
scene of tho Bondon murders, reports three 
more graves discovered yesterday. Over 
thirty thousand people cm the ground and 
tho train had just arrived with several 
cars filled with others. Intense excite- 
ment prevails all over tho country and a 
firm determination is expressed to ferret 
out tho parties engaged in tho murders. 
Largo rewards have been oiTorod for the 
assassins. 

PmiiAURijPiTi v, Miy 12. — A Coroner's 
inquest ou the bodies of Mary Jano Brac- 
ken and Jeremiah White, showed that the 
gill had been enticed by White into his 
room, nnd failing in his object ho out her 
throat, sot fire to the bod, and then out 
his own throat. 

New YoBK, May 13. — A Herald spnoial 
from London says Khiva is taken, 
troops from Tftshkend and Fort No. 1.

Wiir in Africa. 

The King of Achantee Attacks Great 
Britain. 

p3orrcspondi aoe oi the N. Y. World.) 

London, April 10. — It was announced 
in Parliament a fortuight ago that the 
King of Ashanteo had crossed a little 
stream called the Prah, and had invaded a 
part of tho settlements of tho Gob! Coast, 
West Africa, under tho protection of En- 
gland; but nothing was known of tho 
causes which had induced theyoung King 
Cario-Carie to engage in this war, until 
tho mail from the African Coast tho other 
day brought the news, explaining why 
tho anger of the King has been aroused 
and an accorii toft ho number of troops with 
which he has thought proper to cross the 
boundary between tho English colony 
and his territory. The reason of his an- 
ger is to be attributed to tho purchase of 
tho forts at Ehnina from tho Dutch, and 
their attachment to the Crown of England ; 
and tho number of troops with which ho 
has determined to wrest Ehnina from En- 
gland is computed to be 80,000, advancing 
in four divisions towards Capo Coast, tho 
seal of our local Government. 

This is not the first time that the Kings 
of Ashanteo have assorted their rights to 
(ho towns upon the seaboard. When in 
.1820, Mr. Dupuis was employed by tho 
Home Government to make a treaty with 
the reigning sovereign of Ashanteo, and to 
assuage tin; initibility under which His 
Majesty was then lab/'ring, the assortion 
of the right was iterated. "•If my power," 
observed tho King, "was acknowledged so 
far to tho eastward as Accra, and so far to 
the westward as Apollonin, 1 must surely 
bo the master of Cape Coast and Elmina, 
which lio in the centre." 

While trying to deprive the Kings of 
Ashanteo of tho maritime portion of their 
domiuion, by forcing them to relinquish 
their sovereignty over the country of the 
Fantees, now forming the district of Cape 
Coast, tho English provoked tho war of 
1821, in which Governor Sir Charles Mc- 
Arthy lost his life. The King demanded 
a line of 1,600 ounces of gold f.iom the 
people of Cape Coast, whom he regarded 
as subservient to his sceptre, because 
fourteen Ashanteos, who had gono to the 
town of Tantum to trade, were robbed of 
their goods and sold into slavery to tho 
master of a vessel at anchor in the road- 
stead. England resisted the demand, 
and thoneo came tho subsequent disas- 
ters. 

It would seem that at the end of every 
ten years the vagrant King of Ashantee 
thinks tit to march into the protected set- 
tlements to slay or to carry off into bond- 
age a good many unoffending men. worren 
and children, and to saddle the Imperial 
exchequer with tho payment of a very 
heavy bill. In 1803 Quacoi Daah. the late 
King of Ashantee, picked a quarrel with 
tho Government at Cape Coast, sworo on 
his fetish that he would decapitate the 
Governor in front of the gates of the cas- 
tle, and would retix in his diadem a jewel 
which had been filched. la spite of all 
his violent language the King never stir- 
red from Coomasio bat the mere terror 
evoked by his formidable threat to show 
his face at Cape Coast, and the mere com- 
mission of a few isolated, acts of atrocity 
cost this country upwards of £100,000 in 
the preparation of military arrangements 
to meet the incursion, 

Turkistan. 

Discovery of Assyrian Antiquities. 

London. April 27.— The Daily Tele- 
graph's explorer in Assyria has met with 
great success. He has found eighty new 
inscriptions, including histories known 
and hitherto unknown, of Assyrian kings. 
Among his discoveries is a highly impor- 
tant tablet containing a collection of pro- 
verbs in two languages, which will oid in 
the further elucidation of the whole class 
of inscriptions. Many of tho inscrip- 
tions havo definite dates. 

Tun writer of the following epitaph, 
which appears on a tombstono in a west- 
ern churchyard, displays a high appre- 
ciation of honesty iu its fullest sense: 

"An honest fellow here in Kid, 
llin debts in full lie always paid, 
£Aml whKt'H inuri- itrange.'ula neighbours tell in, 
Uk brought back borrowed umberrellcs,"

This is my will. I commend my son 
and my wife to the high authorities of the 
State, to the people and to the army. Em- 
press Eugenie possesses all tho qualities 
requisite for capably conducting the re- 
gency, and my son displays a disposition 
and judgment which will make him wor- 
thy of his high destinies. Let him nover 
forgot tho motto of the head of our fami- 
ly — "Everything for the French people." 
Let him (ix on his mind the writing of 
the prisoner of St. Helena; let him study 
tho Emperor's deeds ind correspondence; 
and finally let him remember, when cir- 
cumstances permit, that tho cause of tho 
people is the c.iuso of Franco. Power is a 
Heavy burden, because one cannot always 
do all the good one could wish, and be- 
cause contemporaries seldom render jus- 
tice; so that in order to fulfil one's mis- 
sion one must have faith iu and conscien- 
tiously appreciate his duty. It is necess- 
ary to consider that from heaven above 
those whom you havo loved regard nnd 
protect you. It is the soul of my illus- 
trious uncle that has always inspired and 
sustained me, and the like' will apply to 
my son, for iie will always be worthy of 
his name. 

I leave to the Empress all my private 
property. I wish that at tho majority of 
my son she shall live at the Elyseo and at 
Biarritz. I trust that my memory will be 
dear to her, atd that after my death sho 
will forget whatever unhappiness I may 
have caused her. With regard to fay son, 
let him keep as a talisman the seal I wore 
attached to my watch, nnd which comes 
from my mother. Let him can-fully pre- 
sorve everything that came to me from 
the Emperor, my uncle, nnd let him bo 
convinced that my heart nnd soul remain 
with him. 

1 make no mention of my faithful ser- 
vants, convinced that the Empress and my 
son will never abandon them. 

I shall die in the Catholic Apostolic 
and Roman religion, which my son will 
always honor by his piety.

ln the said Act mentioned or referred to. 

And. Whereas, by the said Act It is required that 
monies should be raised by the said Counclf, and their 
successors, annually by special rate to be settled, im- 
posed snd levied in each year for payment of the said 
Debentures and interest as In the said Act is more par- 
tieularly mentioned or referred to.

1. That from and nfli r the pussnKi; of thin Ily l.aw 
tho Ocuentl Municipal Ke'vi nue shall lie raised, P vied 
and colli eti d for tin; use of the "Corporation of the 
City of Victoria" from all persons tuiiiK tin; trades, oc. 
cupations, professions or business in Schedule A., 
hereunto annexed particularly described, and every 
such person shall take out a periodical License for such 
period as iu the Schedule A. set out, payini; then for 
such periodical sum as then specified, which said sum 
shall respectively bo paid Inadvance m, and for tin- use 
of, the Corporation of the 'City of Victoria and their 
successors. 

2. No person shall use, prat-tire, carry on or eierrise 
any trade, occupation, profession, or business in the 
said Schedule A., described or named without having 
taken out and had granted to him, her or them, a li- 
censo iu that behalf under a penalty not execoding the 
sum of $250 for every such offence together with the 
amount which he should have paid for such license, 
which siiid amount and penally shall furthu purpose of 
recovery he held to be one penalty. 

3. Tin; lkeiiso to be granted as aforesaid may bo in 
the form in Schedule li. to this By-Law, and the same 
are to bt' urautod so as to terminate on the lllith day of 
June and the :11st day of December, aud no proportion- 
ate deduction shall bo made on account of any person 
or persons commencing business between those dates.

son selling by Auction, as aforesaid, shall pay to tlie 
Corporation of the Pity of Victoria in addition to an;

amount equivalent to one and one-half per cent, upon 
the amount so received as aforesaid; and if any person 
selling by Auction, as aforesaid, shall neglect to make 
such returns as aforesaid, hi shall be liable to n i>e..al 
ty not exceeding tho sum nf $'i?,u: mid If any person 
sidling by Auction as aforesaid, shall make any false or 
fraudulent return of any matt rs contained in any such 
return as aforesaid, such person shnll upon r summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a flue not exceeding Jol'O 
or to Imprisonment for any term not exceeding two 

S. Whenever any pecuniary penalty is Imposed for 
any oifence the same may, unless otherwise provided, 
be recovered by way of summary proceedings before 
any single Justice of the Peace having jurisdiction witb- 
in'tho Citv limits; and every such penalty with the 
costs or conviction be levied by distress and'salo of the 
goods and chattels of any offender, and in ease such 
goods and chattels shall prove Insufficient to satisfy 
such ipnalty and costs, then by Imprisonment of such 
person so offending for any term not exceeding three 
oal -ndar months. 

7. In the case of any summary conviction under this

sell articles in bulk or unbroken packages. 

10. For the purposes of this By-Law a Retail Trailer 
shall be held to mean all person or persons carrying on 
any business or calling (not otherwise specially men- 
tioned) within the City limits. 

11. This By-Law may be cited for all pirposes oh the 
Municipal lly-I.aw for liaising and Levying a Ilcvcuuo 
from persons within the limits of the City of Victoria, 
1873.
